23, was born at Comers Rock, Va.,

Daubenheyer, the FBI said, is 


a native of Butlerville, Ind., and 
presently lives at Bel Air, Md. 


The FBI said Rike, was born 


in Chattanooga, Tenn., and pres- 
ently resides at Chattanooga.

bomb to Rike, whereupon Rike 
suggested that they try to sell 
them to a newspaper for approxi- 
mately ?7,000.

men then got in touch with the 
Baltimore News-Post. Two rep- 
resentatives of that newspaper, 
however, became suspicious, the 
announcement said ,and notified 
the FBI and military authorities. 


Daubenheyer was arrested in 


the newspaper office by the FBI 
and military intelligence. 


Hoover praised the cooperation 


of the News-Post and its staff 
"who 
not only contacted the FBI 


but withheld publication of the 
story until such a time as they 
were 
assured 
that 
publication 


would not hinder the 
tion." 


Other Copies Reco\ered 


The FBI said Comer and other 


un-named 
ex-servicemen 
had 


given copies of the pictures to 
several 
unauthorized 
persons 


throughout the United States, and 
added that photographs were re- 
covered by the FBI from persons 
in Texas, California and North 
Carolina 


The FBI said that Comer ex- 


plained possession of the pictures 


and brushed off Slaughter's criti- 
cisms as "the quack-quack of a 
lame duck."

Can a budget be in balance by the 
end of a fiscal year if there" is a 
deficit of 51,900,000,000 for that 
year as a \\hole? 


That is the question posed today 


by latest statements of President 
Truman, who talked of being in 
balance, and Secretary 
of the 


Treasury Snyder, who spoke of the 
$1,900,000,000 deficit. 


President Truman told newsmen 


yesterday—remarking that he also 
had said it a week earlier—that 
he was trying to balance the budg- 
et and that the budget will be in 
balance by the end of the year. 


The day before, and with the 


self-asserted aim of "keeping the 
press on the right track," Snyder 
told newsmen- 


No Changes Made 


"There have been no changes 


whatsoever" in the president's es- 
timate of last August 2 in which 
•'the figures appear to be that 
there will be a deficit of $1,900 - 
000,000." 


Snyder also said that "the presi- 


dent is making every effort to cur- 
tail federal expenditures so as to 
bear out his estimates as they 
were released in August" 


The president twice said yester- 


day that Snyder had been misquot- 
ed, but he did not specify in what 
respect or by whom. 


Snyder was reported later to 


feel that the president's references 
to misquotation referred to ac- 
counts that Snyder had disagreed 
with the president. 


Most newsmen at Snyder's con- 


ference had written that the treas- 
ury- chief was particularly careful 
to avoid saying that there was a 
disagreement.

United Nations safeguards to pro- 
tect Gieece from any attack. 


"The United States delegation 


can give full assurance that the 
United 
States can be counted 


upon to act" in accordance with 
such measures, Caffery told the 
delegates. 


Greek Premier Constantin Tsal- 


daris, said bitterly in an earlier 
address that the terms of the 
treaty draft with Bulgaria would 
permit that nation to emerge from 
her second war against the allied 
nations larger and stronger than 
ever before. 


Accuses West Powers 


He accused the western pow- 


ers—"whose fate we did not hesi- 
tate to share in jthe most critical 
hours of the war"—of yielding to 
Soviet pressure on border issues 
and charged them with lack of 
gratitude for the role his 
played in the war. ' 


Under the terms of the treaty 


Tsaldaris declared, the axis al-
